Claims 1-6, 12-16, and 19-48 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as anticipated by CROSLAND ET AL. (The Journal of 
Histotechnology, Vol. 22, No. 2, June 1999). CROSALAND ET AL, teach compositions comprising botulinum toxin A and a carrier 
(latex microspheres). See the entire document. Thus, CROSLAND ET AL teach the claimed invention. 

Claims 1-10, 12 and 19-48 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as anticipated by SHALABY (Crisp Data Base National Institutes of 
Health , STN database 2002). SHALABY teaches compositons comprising botulinum toxin A-G and polymers. See the Abstract. 
Thus, SHALABY teaches the claimed invention. 

Claims 1-150 lack inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) over SCHANTZ ET AL (Microbiological Reviews, March 1993, p. 80-99) in 
view of SHALABY and further in view of CONSOLE ET AL (The Journal of Biological Chemistry, Vol. 276, No. 37, Septmeber 12, 
2003). SCHANTZ ET AL teach that botulinum toxins can be used in medical applications (pages 83-84.). SHALABY ET AL teach 
the botulinum toxin can be conjugate to polymers. CONSOLE ET AL teach that botulinum toxin can used to deliver drugs or 
compounds to target sites. See the entire document. 
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
